act in a particular case in any coart 
of this state. 
It was ander this stat- 
ute^ that the admission was made in 
this case, as Mrs. Foster is anthorized 
to practice in the coarts of Iowa. 
If, however, she should be retained in 
another case in any court of this 
state she woald hare, to obtain leave 
of the court to appear as attorney in 
it. So, as the law now stands, women 
from other states may be admitted to 
practice law in our courts, while those 
from our own state are excluded. 
It 
is clear that there Jis an inequality of 
privilege in this matter, but there 
may be doubt as to which side has the 
benefit of it. 


The following is the substance of 
the educational bill now pending in 
the United States senate, via.: 


The net proceeds of sales of public 
lands and of patents are forever set 
apart for the education of the people. 
The secretary of the treasury shall 
y^rly apportion to the several states 
and territories and the District of 
Columbia, upon th^ basis of popula- 
tion between the ages of five and 
twenty years, the said net profits for 
the previous year, which shall be 
credited on the books of the treasury 
as an educational fund, on which 4 
per «ent. interest per annum is to 
be paid to the states as above ; pro- 
vided, that for the first ten years the 
apportionment shall be made accord- 
ing to the numbers of the popula- 
tion 
of 
ten 
years 
old 
and 
up'^ard 
who 
can 
not 
read and write ; and provided, fur- 
ther, that one-third of the income 
from said fund shall be appropriated 
to the complete endowment and sup- 
port of colleges established under the 
act of 1862, until the amount thus 
accruing to said college in each state 
shall reach $30,000, after which the 
whole income of said fund shall be 
appropriated to the said states, terri- 
tories and district to the education of 
all children betwen the ages of six 
and sixteen. The secretary of the 
treasury is authorised to add to the 
fund any sums given to the United 
States for that purpose. 
A sum not 
exceeding fifty per cent of the amount 
received by any state, etc., the first 
year, and not exceeding ten per cent, 
in any year thereafter, may be ap- 
plied, at discretion, to the main- 
tenance of 
schools 
for the in- 
struction of 
teachers ot 
eommon 
schools. To be entitled to the benefits 
of this act any state, etc., must main- 
tain for at least three mnnths in each 
year until January 1,1885, and there- 
after four months in each year, a sys- 
tim of free public schools for all chil- 
dren between 6 and 16 years of age. 
Any state, etc., misapplying any of 
the money received under this act 
shall forfeit further grants until the 
amount so misapplied shall have been 
replaced by said state, etc. 
Nothing 
contained in the act shall bd held to 
alter any previous law regarding the 
disposition of public land nor to limit 
the power of congres?! over the public 
domain, nor to interfere with grant- 
ing bounty land to soldiers and sail- 
ors. The bill also authorizes colleges 
established under the act of 1862 to 
establish schools for the technical ed- 
ucation of women.

Mrs. J. L. Rowe, of Bellevue village, 
north of this city, has suddenly be- 
come a raving maniac, caused by a 
small piece of nyster shell.

During the meal 
she swallowed a piece of sharp edged 
shell while engaged in devouring the 
delicious bivalves. 
The immediate 
effects were not alarming, but in a 
short time after she was taken with 
the most violent pains, which in- 
creased to such an alarming condition 
that a physician was soon summoned. 
His skill was of no avail in either al- 
laying her pains or extracting the 
sharp edged piece of shell, which 
seemed to act as powdered glass upon 
her system. The pain kept con8tan^ 
ly increasing, andher nerves not being 
able to stand the continual pain, she 
swooned. 
When she recovered her 
consciousness her friends say that her 
mind was deranged, and she wonld 
talk in the most incoherent man- 
ner.

Historical Society. 


During the past few weeks the His- 
torical Society of Chicago has been 
placed in poaaession of a nutnber of 
relics of great interest. 
Among these 
is a present from Mr. James G:)uchie, 
an old Scotch ship builder, but now 
a resident of a village near Chicago, 
of the original working pUu from 
which was constructed the first vessel 
entirely propelled by ateam. 
The 
ship, named the Royal William, was 
completed at Q^ueftec in 1831. 
Two 
years later she sailed for London, 
making the trip in twenty five days. 
Shortly a f t h i s the vessel was sold 
to the Spanish 
government, and' 
being 
converted 
into 
a 
man 
of-war, was the first steam ship ever 
used in that capacity. The price paid 
for her was $50,000. 
In this connec- 
tion it will not be amiss to recall the 
fact that in 1819 there sailed from 
Savannah a full rigged ship called the 
Savannah, and having an engine and 
paddle wheels, which were used in 
fair weather but taken in when the 
sea was rough.
